NCE AGAIN it’s summer and the living is 
QO: With the 25th National Conven- 

tion out of the way and Summer Asilo- 
mar another capacity success, it’s a good time 
to rest up a bit and plan for the Fall season. 

Just in case you’re wondering, the California 
Convention last June totaled out at 39,796. A 
tremendous all-time record that should stand 
for quite a while. Announcement was made of 
the 1980 Convention. It will be Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

August is Square Dance Directory month. 
You'll find the current edition on page 9. Each 
Directory is published with the idea that it will 
be current until the next issue is published. 
While the majority of Information Volunteers 
stay more or less the same from one year to the 
next, association presidents usually change 
annually in the Spring. We hope that each new 
Directory reflects most of these changes. 


The Basics — to Change or Not 


E SEEM TO BE in the middle of a mild 
dilemma and before too long we need to 
make a decision here at SIOASDS regarding one 
of our major projects — the Basics Manuals and 
Handbooks. 
Years ago when square dancing moved into 
its contemporary form and new basic calls, 
starting with Allemande Thar, Cross Trail and 


All Around and See Saw, began making their 
appearance, we conducted a major research 
project and came out with our first pocket 
book of basics. In slightly less than two years 
the list changed greatly and, wanting to keep 
current, we put out a revised edition. As time 
went on we found it necessary to change the 
basics booklet every year and a half or so. 

This was fine. The lists kept people current 
and we went as long as we could, until it 
became apparent that the old list was outdated. 
Then we made a change. Eventually we reached 
a point when we began to notice that some of 
the dancers were becoming frustrated. When 
forced to leave the activity because of health or 
for business reasons, they found that when they 
returned to the activity many of the old square 
dance terms had been replaced and they were 
faced with a brand new square dance language 
which had to be learned. 

Some of the dancers didn’t mind going back 
to beginners’ class and starting all over, but the 
majority seemed to resent this and as a result 
the activity began to lose dancers. 

Of equal concern were the public and private 
elementary and high schools, where teaching 
square dancing had never been too successful 
and where educators cried for a list of basics 
that would have the degree of permanence — 
where the language would not be changed every 
few years. What was needed was a point of 
reference, something permanent, something to 
which dropouts could return to square dancing 


HELPING HAND NEEDED 


The devastating flood early last June resulting from the collapse of the Teton Dam in 
Idaho has left an entire community, including many square dancers, homeless and with no 
personal possessions. Two square dancers have been reported missing and presumed lost. 
Square dancers within the state of Idaho have been quick to rally to the aid of their friends

after two years’ absence and say, “This looks 
familiar.” 

Also, by 1967 it became apparent that 
callers working with the basics needed a sug- 
gested order of teaching. They also needed a 
teaching help, a manual or series of manuals 
that could provide them not only with the 
directions of how to teach but also dance 
examples that would be grouped in a sequence 
so that when a basic was introduced only basics 
previously taught to that point would be used. 

More than 200 callers from all parts of the 
world contributed their ideas in compiling a list 
of 50 basics and suggesting their preference in 
an order of teaching. In 1969 the Basic Move- 
ments Manual was issued, reflecting the con- 
census of opinion of these many callers. In 
1971 the Extended Basics (51-75) Manual came 
off the press and by this time Dancer’s Hand- 
books for the two levels were also issued. More 
than 12,000 of the Basics Manual and 4,300 of 
the Extended Basics Manual have found their 
way into callers’ and teachers’ hands in the last 
two or three years. The Dancer’s Handbooks, 
which are printed in large quantity lots, have 
sold more than 245,000 (Basics) and 215,000 
(Extended Basics) in a corresponding period of 
time. 

In December, 1974, again with the aid of a 
representative group of callers, SIOASDS devel- 
oped a list of ten PLUS movements in general 
use at that time which, when added to the 75 
basics, represented a fairly accurate presenta- 
tion of what was being danced during that 
period. Our concept was to keep the Basic 50 
and the Extended Basics (51-75) intact, as a 
non-changing point of reference. 

From time to time one basic or another 
might not be currently in use in the mainstream 
of dancing — but then it might be expected to 
return. Because these basics were being used as 
a means of teaching HOW to dance, they could 
serve a good purpose during the learning period. 
Then to keep abreast of the proven contempo- 
rary movements, a new PLUS ten list would be 
updated and published each December. 

Last year the results of a study made by a 
group of callers connected with CALLERLAB 
showed that a Mainstream List of Basics, not 
too different from the 75 Basics PLUS ten, was 
a logical update of the basics’ list. Quite 
conceivably this Mainstream List, with some 
periodic changes, may become the accepted 
guide for callers. 


Our question: Should we change the Caller/ 
Teacher Manual and current Dancer’s Hand- 


books to reflect the Mainstream with the 
understanding that these changes may necessi- 
tate a revision every few years? 


We recognize that there are two sides to the 
situation. On the one hand there are those who 
feel that square dancing can’t stand still and that 
it must continually change and keep current or 
it will die. On the other side are those who feel 
that change in itself is not necessarily progress 
and that in order to sustain orderly growth we 
need this “point of reference.” 

We wonder just how important it is to retain 
the two Caller/Teacher Manuals as they are and 
to continue the Dancer’s Handbooks without 
change. Could we retain the 75 Basics as a point 
of reference while at the same time update the 
additional PLUS movements on a yearly basis? 

Perhaps there is a logical alternative, a way 
of capitalizing on our almost two decades of 
experience with the basics, while at the same 
time benefiting from the body of knowledge 
represented by CALLERLAB membership. We 
would like to think that by working together, 
we can have the best of both. 

That’s our present dilemma. You can be 
assured of one thing; we will attempt to do 
whatever seems to be the best for the square 
dance activity as a whole. We welcome te- 
actions, opinions and thoughts from all readers, 
dancers and callers alike — soon.

i AST JUNE, in the Style Lab, we covered the 
subject of doing a Swing Thru from an 
Alamo Style setup. Since then it has occurred 
to us that there are a few pointers in doing the 
actual garden variety of Alamo Style that might 
be well to bring up. 

Perhaps most important to mention is the 


fact that Alamo Style is simply not a basic to 
be rushed. Add the fact that it is not only 
enjoyable to dance, it’s also visually pleasant 
from the standpoint of the viewer. A number of 
movements, such as this one, were written 
several years ago with the prime goal of doing 
them slowly, to the rhythm of the music, in a 
coordinated effort on the part of all eight 
dancers to achieve a degree of symmetry. 

To do the figure, start with an allemande left 
(in this series we show a hands-up hold). Then, 
retaining left hands with the corner, partners 
take right hands and two-step balance forward 
and back (1). Retaining rights, each dancer turns 
half way around (2) and the men balance out as 
the ladies rock in (not shown). Turning by the 
left hand four steps (3), the ladies once again 
end up in the center as the men balance back 
on the outside (4).

R° AND JINNY RISKEY were introduced to 
square dancing by friends and neighbors in 
1959. After a year of dancing, and there being 
only one caller in the area (Traverse City), Rip 
decided to try his hand at calling. He purchased 
two singing calls and played them on the family 
phonograph until the walls shook and he knew 
them well enough to try them on the members 
of the club he was currently dancing with. 

Encouraged by Don Day, caller of the club, 
Rip began the nightly study and a newly 
formed club, the “Rip Snorters” was born.

HOW TO USE THE RECORD REPORT 
To get the best possible analysis all singing calls are 
checked and rated by two sources. First, a rating is 
made by a square of dancers that actually dances to 
each record. The records are then sent to another re- 
viewer who rates them on recording quality, instrumen- 
tation, clarity of commands, and body mechanics. The 
final ‘‘star’’ rating is based on a consensus of the re- 
ports from both, In all cases and unless otherwise noted, 
it may be assumed that singing calls are recorded in a 
medium range. In the case of hoedowns the key will be 
included.

JOE: We’re going to do things a bit differ- 
ently this month. We’re going to introduce you 
to a new geometric “dancer.” By this time 
you’re accustomed to seeing a lady dancer 
represented by a circle and a man by a square. 
Because we’re going to put the emphasis on the 
sexless qualities of this basic, we’re using two 
diamonds. You can imagine that one is a lady 
and the other a man. Or, if you wish, think of 
them as two men or two ladies. 

BARBARA: What Joe is trying to say is 
that in square dancing so much of the emphasis 
is placed on the man’s part or the lady’s part 
and what we want to emphasize is that in 
today’s dancing so much of the material is 
geared equally to each and a good square 
dancer is one who can do all or most of the 
interchangeable movements from any position 
or setup. 

JOE: Now it’s my turn to clear up what 
Barbara has just explained. In case you're 
wondering, a non-interchangeable movement is 
one where the lady’s part differs from the 
man’s as in box the gnat, star thru, or frontier 
whirl. Or, in a couple situation, a right and left 
thru. A good example of an interchangeable 
basic might be a square thru or swing thru. A 
good interchangeable two-person movement is 
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look at CALLERLAB'’S review 
movement of the Quarter — Turn 
Thru by Barbara and Joe

the Turn Thru. 

BARBARA: And it just happens that Turn 
Thru is our target this month because it is the 
review figure selected by the CALLERLAB 
Quarterly Movements Committee. To start we 
must have two facing dancers (A) who take 
right forearms (B) and turn halfway around for 
a total of 180° (C). At this point they move 
Straight past each other and end the movement 
virtually where they were when they started, 
having changed facing directions (D). 

JOE: One good point to add here is to avoid 
being a rough dancer. At the halfway mark, 
where the two dancers have turned halfway 
around, they should take care as they move by 
not to yank or pull. The forearm holds are 
retained just until the two become adjacent. 
Then they are released. 

BARBARA: Like many of the simple 
basics, this one often presents a trouble spot, 
even with more experienced dancers. Too often 
dancers finish the 180° turn and remain station- 
ary, forgetting that they must pull by each 
other in order to finish the movement. Since 
Turn Thru has been incorporated as a part of 
other more complex figures, we’re pleased that 
the committee has chosen it for in-depth teach- 
ing and review this quarter.
